HARRISON REED: I WANT TO MAKE AS BIG AH IMPACT AS LUKE SHAW 



HARRISON Reed is desperate to 
emulate former Saints starlet Luke 
Shaw. 

In a summer when talent has mainly 
been disappearing from St Mary’s, the 
decision of Reed to commit his future to 
the club was a beacon of hope. 

The 19-year-old midfielder is one of 
the brightest emerging talents 
from the Saints academy and 
is starting to establish him- 
self as a firm fixture in the 
first-team squad.

“Fve looked to do that for a while, get it 
all sorted, and I’m delighted to put pen to 
paper and sign my future with the club,” 
he said. Having begun to break in last 
season - he made eight appearances 
across all competitions - Reed’s target 
now is to establish himself as a first 
team regular. 

“It’s great to see the likes of 
Prowsey [James Ward-Prowse], 
Calum (Chambers), Luke (Shaw) do 
that before me,” he said. 

“That made me strive to want to 
do it, and now I’m doing it, I’m 
really enjoying every second and 
looking to get more involved in the 
games in the Premier League.”

Dear Mr Krueger 

I am writing to ask for a refund on 
my 2014-15 season ticket. 

Five weeks ago I paid Southampton 
FC £738 to continue my support for the 
club. 

Since then, Southampton FC has 
changed beyond all recognition, 70 per 
cent of our outfield first team regulars 
have either been sold or are soon to 
depart: three of our back four regulars, 
our two best midfielders and our strike 
force had left en-masse. 

I do not believe that there has been 
such a loss of key players in any team 
in the Premier League. 

If the Trades Description Act was 
still in place, I would have a legal posi¬ 
tion in that I am not going to get what 
I originally purchased in May 2014. 
That is, a Saints squad that is recog¬ 
nisable from last season. 

I have been a loyal supporter since 
1993, either as a member but mostly as 
a season ticket holder. I am used to 
ups and downs and I continued my 
support for the club when we were bot¬ 
tom of the third tier of English football 
with minus ten points. 

This situation is, however, even 
bleaker than those dark days. At least 
then it felt that there was some con¬ 
trol, some strategy for the club. 

I am now a pensioner and £738 rep¬ 
resents one month’s pension, hence 
this is a considerable sum to me and I 
genuinely feel that I have been duped 
into buying something which is now a 
very different proposition. 

I do hope that you will read and have 
sympathy with this letter and that you 
will refund my season ticket fee of 
£738.

ONE of Hampshire’s oldest 
football clubs, Colden 
Common, are in crisis. 

The club, first established 
in 1898 and re-formed in 
1956, have lost their entire 
first-team squad with the 
new Hampshire Premier 
League season upon us. 

The Commoners have 
reluctantly pulled out of the 
Wyvern Combination 
League and will field their 
reserve side in the HPL, 
kicking off away at Hamble 
Club next Tuesday (August 
5, 6.30pm). 

They have also been 
advised that they can no 
longer play HPL fixtures at 
their Main Road home 
because it fails to meet FA 
grading requirements. 

They will now play some 
200 yards along the road at 
the Lottery-funded facility at 
Boyes Lane. 

Common have a proud 
history, having won six 
league titles since the 
1990s, including 
back-to-back 
HPL crowns in 
2009 and 2010. 

Their most 
famous ‘son’ is 
England interna¬ 
tional Steve 
Guppy who went 
on to play for 
Wycombe 
Wanderers, 

Leicester City 
and Celtic. 

Distraught 
chairman Dave 
Hadfield admits 
he has never felt 
so low having 
been connected 
with the club on 
and off for 38 
years. 

He cites the 
change of 
ground, com¬ 
bined with the 
closure of The Black Horse 
pub opposite Main Road, as 
the major reasons behind 
the mass exodus of players, 
the bulk of whom have gone 
to AFC Stoneham, Alresford 
Town or Winchester Castle. 

He explained: “Mick King, 
the landlord of The Black 
Horse, our home for many 
years, died about a month 
ago. He’s an ex-chairman of 
the club and someone who 
has always been there. 

“Before his death, Mick 
had already taken the deci¬ 
sion to close The Black 
Horse and it no longer 
exists as a public house. 

“On top of that, the FA 
have deemed that Main 
Road can no longer be used 
for HPL fixtures. It’s nothing 
to do with the pitch, the 
changing rooms are not big 
enough and teams don’t 
have separate showers. 

“Our players always 
enjoyed playing at Main 
Road and switching the 
pitch has done nothing to 


help us.” 

To maintain consistency, 
reserve team boss Curtis 
Osborne will continue to run 
the side in the HPL, sup¬ 
ported by under-18 manager 
Dan Martin. 

Dave Wood, last term’s 
manager, and his right-hand 
man Steve Blackburn will 
stay involved with the club 
but not as first-team boss¬ 
es. 

“Dave’s keen to continue 
his involvement, but it’s his 
side that have left the club 
and we’ve had to make the 
difficult decision that our 
manager should be the per¬ 
son who ran the reserves,” 
said Hadfield. 

“We’ve still got vets, 
under-16s and under-18s, 
but we’ll be fielding just one 
senior side this season and 
I must admit I’m concerned 
about the quality and num¬ 
bers we’ve got available to 
compete in the HPL 
Premier. 

“No matter 
what happens 
now it’s going 
to be a strug¬ 
gle, but I’ve 
got to believe 
that it’s peaks 
and troughs 
and we’ll 
bounce back. 
“At the 

moment I’m as 
low as I’ve 
ever been as 
club chairman. 
I’ve been here 
on and off for 
38 years and 
our secretary 
Ian Steele has 
been here a bit 
longer than 
that and we’re 
both feeling 
this. 

“What’s sad 
about it is that 
the one thing this club has 
always been able to offer 
above the Eastleighs, 
Sholings and Tottons is that 
under-18 players WILL 
progress to adult football, 
there’s no might about it. 

“There’s no way we would 
ever pay players and we’re 
struggling to make ends 
meet most seasons, but 
we’ve always been a well- 
run club. The Echo once 
referred to us as ‘the friend¬ 
ly club’ and it’s true. Players 
who leave us usually come 
back - I just wish a few of 
them would do so now. 

“Just at the moment, I 
can’t see how we’re going 
to come out of this.” 

Common urgently need 
new recruits for HPL foot¬ 
ball. The club train 
Tuesdays and Thursdays at 
Main Road (7pm start).

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that club won t spend that money. 

What angers me isn’t the sale of the players, 
it’s the lack of decisive leadership. 

If you look at the sales individually they make 
perfect sense. 

Luke Shaw? £30 million for a left back? I’d bite 
your hand off for that money. 

£16 million for Calum Chambers? Not even a 
full season under his belt, crazy money, the same 
now as what Newcastle paid to break the English 
transfer record for Alan Shearer in 1992. 

£25 million for Adam Lallana? Again, crazy 
money. £4 million for Rickie Lambert, 32 years 
old and arguably past his best. £20 million for 
Dejan Lovren, huge money for a treacherous 
mercenary just so the rest of his body can join

his head up at Anfield. 

Individually all of these transfers make sense. 

But add them up and you have half your start¬ 
ing eleven gone... 

By anyone’s standards, it’s the single biggest 
dismantling of a team in English football history. 

When you bear in mind the club is supposedly 
not under any pressure to sell, if it’s not suspi¬ 
cious it’s inept. 

The whole fiasco makes a mockery of the fair 
play rules put in place to ensure a more even 
playing field. 

How can it possibly be fair for any club to sign 
three players from one clubs and then make very 
public overtures to another two? 

No doubt fans of other club find it all very 
amusing and to a man the standard reply is: 
“Well, that’s football.” 

But it’s not, it’s as far removed from real foot¬ 


ball as you can get. What you are looking at is a 
corporate raid, you’re looking at breaches of 
employment law that in any other business 
would have resulted in suspension or dismissal. 

In what other business could an employee 
withhold their services until they got what 
they wanted? 

If you or I tried that we’d be suspended 
or given our P45 sharpish. 

Why should a footballer be any differ¬ 
ent? 

Other clubs’ fans’ views of 
the situation seem to fit into 
two categories: the plastic 
fans who can’t see why we’d y 
be upset by the actions of 
the players that have k 

demanded a transfer and the 



real 
fans who 
are devastat¬ 
ed at the 
betrayal. 

If you’ve never 
followed your 
club live then 
you’ll never under¬ 
stand the relation¬ 
ship real football 
fans have with the 
players. For the plas¬ 
tics they’re just a tick on 
their fantasy football 
league team sheet. 

For real fans they mean 
something and their 



betrayal hurts all the more. 

The harsh truth is that the balance of power has 
swung way too far in favour of the footballer. 

The behaviour of all of the footballers involved in 
this whole sorry fiasco has been appalling. 

Football, as a whole, hasn’t come out of this 
well. 

Social media has seen posts from Saints fans 
stating they’ll be handing their season tickets 
back and how angry they feel at the way players 
have left in their droves. 

“Football’s just a business these days” they 
bleat as they seek a refund. 

If that’s the case then why are you behaving like 
customers then rather than fans? 

You can’t have it both ways. 

Football has changed but it’s still the same 
modern game when we take players from lesser 
clubs as it is when the bigger clubs club pilfer our 
brightest talent. 

Modern football is a strange beast but the harsh 
truth is that Southampton FC aren’t responsible 
for our current plight. Neither are Liverpool, 
Manchester United or Arsenal. 

The problem lies with an establishment that 
allows individuals to behave abysmally, break 
contracts without breaking a sweat and yet suffer 
no punishment for their actions. 

The problem lies with the Financial Fair Play ini¬ 
tiative which effectively means that if a club’s total 
wage bill is above £52 million per year, they’re not 
allowed to increase their wage bill by more than 
about £4 million per year. 

Now, bearing in mind that in 2013 Arsenal’s 
accounts showed a wage bill of £150 million plus, 
Liverpool around £130 million and Manchester 
United wading in with a wage bill of over £180 
million... Saints come in at around the mid £40 
million mark... 

Where is the fair play when only a select few 
clubs can benefit from it? 

Now bearing in mind the Financial Fair Play ini¬ 
tiative states we can’t increase the wage bill by 
more than £4 million a year, how on earth can we 
possibly match the wages offered by the big four? 

The answer is never, especially when the likes of 
Manchester United are getting £40 million with 
Chevrolet’s shirt sponsorship deal already in place 
from August 2015. 

And with Adidas on the horizon, they’ll be earn¬ 
ing £125m a season just from their shirts. 

To put that into perspective, Crystal Palace are 
getting £750,000 a year with GAC... 

Financial Fair Play, my backside... 

In closing, you just have to have faith. 

The club has been a victim of its own success 
and nothing shows how much Saints scared the 
Premier League hierarchy more than the attempt¬ 
ed dismantling of the squad. 

You see a club that did everything right ripped 
apart by the very clubs that buy success rather 
than growing it organically. 

Football in this country needed Saints to suc¬ 
ceed. The fact that we’ve been plundered so sav¬ 
agely tells you all you need to know. 

Get behind the club, keep hold of your season 
ticket. And believe...

The Premier League has sucked up all of the 
cash from the lower levels and effectively 
killed off the grassroots game. 

Our biggest clubs have ceased to be steadily 
developed regional powers run on self-sus¬ 
taining business models and English foot¬ 
ballers rarely have a conventional career path 
of incremental growth and, worryingly, seem 
to be washed up or burned out before they 
reach 30 years of age. 

Instead, the Premier League’s oligarch- 
owned superpowers hoover up the best 
English talent while the players are still in 
their mid-to-late teens, only to let them rot and 
squander their potential in ‘Elite 
Development Squads’, comfortably away from 
the first team football that they need in order 
to reach the heights in their mid-to-late twen¬ 
ties. 

The likes of Grant Holt, Rickie Lambert and 
Adam Lallana, all of whom spent the early 
parts of their careers learning the game in the 
lower leagues, are seen as flukes, the lucky 
few who bathed in pigswill and somehow 
ended up smelling of roses. 

In reality, the three are examples to every 
youth teamer in the Premier League. 

They represent proof of what talent can 
achieve if it chooses to play the long game: to 
drop down the pyramid, stay focused and play 
every week instead of signing for a top-four 
club in the vain hope that, one day, enough 
first team stars might come down with the 
flu to allow them a spot on the bench for a 
Cup game. 

Obviously, the financial packages on 
offer are inevitably going to convince 
most youngsters to chase the 
Champions League dream. 

When any eighteen year-old is 
offered terms that mean he and his 
family will never have to work 
again, of course he’s going to sign 
the contract as quickly as possible 
and never look back. 

Secondly, it is undeniably true 
that the standard of coaching 
is undoubtedly higher for 
Manchester United’s youth 
team than it is for, say, 

Rotherham United’s first 
team. 

When it comes to educating a 
player and preparing him for Champions 
League football the standard that every young 
player aims to reach, there’s no comparison. 

While both of those things are true, it does 
seem that they have taken an unjustified 
precedence in the minds of a generation of 
English youngsters. 

There’s no substitute for first team football 
and the benefits of being patient while learn¬ 
ing the ropes are numerous. 

Between the ages of 20 and 22, Andrea Pirlo 
played 38 games for Reggina and Brescia. 
David Villa spent his early years playing for 
Sporting Gijon and Real Zaragoza and didn’t 
experience Champions League football until 
his second season with Valencia, by which 
time he was 24. 

Thiago Silva didn’t get his big European

The last decade in English football has been 
a long, monotonous lesson in talent misman¬ 
agement and a sad example of youthful 
greed. 

Thankfully, the penny seems to be drop¬ 
ping. 

The cautionary tales of players like Michael 
Woods, Tom Taiwo and John Bostock, all of 
whom moved for sizeable fees as teenagers 
but found their paths to first team football 
permanently blocked, are finally being 
understood. 

So too those of players like Steven Gerrard, 
Wayne Rooney and Phil Jones, who played 
Champions League football right from the 
beginning but have spent their careers being 
used as team sport’s equivalent of a Swiss 
Army knife, doing two or three jobs per sea¬ 
son instead of refining their talents in their 
preferred role. 

Adam Lallana and Rickie Lambert moving 
to Liverpool should be welcomed as a sign 
that English football is getting back on course 
- that the traditional and correct path of play¬ 
er development is starting to be followed log¬ 
ically once again. 

Jordan Henderson, Raheem Sterling and 
Jon Flanagan have been brilliantly handled 
by Brendan Rodgers and should continue on 
their upward trajectory. 

Nathaniel Clyne, Jack Cork and James 
Ward-Prowse will come on leaps and bounds 
playing every week at Southampton. 

It’s all rather exciting in an understated 
way. 

Of course, none of this means that every¬ 
thing that was wrong has now been fixed and 
that England are going to re-emerge as a 
force on the international scene, their play¬ 
ers spoken of in hushed tones and their per¬ 
formances regarded by the rest of the world 
with absolute awe. 

It just means that we are learning how to 
develop talent again. 

It’s just a beginning and it could well lead to 
nothing, but it could also be the start of a suc¬ 
cessful era.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT! 


THIS time last year a whopping 
19 out of 22 Sydenhams 
Premier clubs tipped Sholing to 
take the title - and the Boatmen 
didn’t disappointment. 

Dave Diaper’s men proved the 
majority of pundits right by romp¬ 
ing to the Wessex crown and throw¬ 
ing in the FA Vase for good mea¬ 
sure. 

With the buoyant Boatmen now 
heading back to the Southern 
League, the big question on every¬ 
one’s lips is who will succeed them 
at the top of the Wessex tree. 

As many as half a dozen clubs 
could be in the running, but it 
seems that most roads lead to 
Winchester City. 

Although not quite as well backed 
as Sholing were last summer, the 
Denplan City Ground outfit have 
convinced 14 out of 21 clubs that 
they can repeat their title-winning 
exploits of 2011/12 when Guy 
Butters was at the helm. 

Plenty of water has flowed under 
the bridge since then, but the cap¬ 
ture of successful Alresford Town 
managerial duo Tim Cole and 
Danny Robinson - along with 11 
Magpies players - suggests City are 
the team to beat. 

Newport IoW - a fine fourth last 
term - are the next best backed with 
four votes, followed by two for 
2012/13 champions Blackfield & 
Langley and one for Graham Rix’s 
AFC Portchester. 

Somewhat surprisingly there 
were no votes cast for the pride of 
Hamble, Folland Sports, who ended 
a phenomenal 2013/14 campaign in 
a highest ever third spot.

I suppose everyone will be looking 
in Winchester’s direction now that 
Sholing are out of the picture. 

Winchester have got to be firm 
favourites. They’ve made it clear 
their aspiration is to get promoted. 

After them, I’d imagine 
Portchester will have a good sea¬ 
son, although I don’t know whether 
all the Portsmouth derbies will take 
their toll.

HAMWORTHY United boss 
Graham Kemp admits it’s been a 
“massive surprise” to him to 
have landed a player of Chris 
Dillon’s calibre.

McClaren hails Christie deal

DERBY boss Steve McClaren is keeping 
faith with the club’s policy of investing in 
youth with the capture of highly-rated 
defender Cyrus Christie. 

The Rams came agonisingly close to 
promotion last season, losing to a late 
Bobby Zamora goal against QPR in the 
play-off final, despite dominating the 
majority of the match. 

But if their younger players continue 
their development, it won’t be long before 
McClaren is managing in the Premier 
League again and he believes Christie can 
help his team get there. 

Christie was out of contract with 
Coventry and the Rams have beaten strong 
competition to secure his signature. 

The 21-year-old right-back has put pen 
to paper on a three-year deal. 

“Right-back has been a focus for us this 
summer and we are delighted to have 


secured the services of Cyrus, who is a 
very highly-rated prospect,” McClaren told 
the club’s official website. 

“We have been monitoring Cyrus for 
some time and, while there has been a great 
deal of competition for his signature, we 
are delighted that he has chosen Derby 
County for this key stage of his career. 

“Our head of football operations Chris 
Evans and his recruitment team deserve a 
lot of credit for closing this deal amidst 
much pressure. We have signed some very 
good players this summer and Cyrus is 
another excellent capture.” 

Christie, who joined Coventry aged 
eight, made his debut for the Sky Blues as 
a substitute in the Capital One Cup against 
Morecambe in August 2010. He made 116 
appearances. 

Chris Martin took most of the plaudits 
with 25 goals last season, but Will Hughes 
was the real star of the Rams, proving a 
midfield dynamo... and is still only 19. The 


Weybridge-bom teenager has a big future 
in football and earlier this summer penned 
a new four-year deal with County. 

He has previously been linked with 
Liverpool and, if he keeps improving like 
he has done over the past two seasons, then 
a big-money move to the Premier League 
will surely happen. 

Despite being still maligned in some 
quarters for his ‘wally with the brolly’ 
period with England, and his ‘Dutch 
accent’ saga while with Twente, McClaren 
showed just what an excellent coach he is 
by just failing to lead the Rams into the 
Premier League last term. 

There were a few raised eyebrows when 
he was appointed Derby boss in September 
after disappointing spells at German side 
Wolfsburg and Nottingham Forest, but 
McClaren nearly succeeded. 

He lost just nine of his 40 games in 
charge and won 24, as he guided the Rams 
to third spot.

Solskjaer turns 
to Spaniards to

IT is perhaps no surprise that 
Ole Gunnar Solskjaer’s first 
summer as Cardiff manager has 
seen him invest almost entirely 
in centre-forwards in a bid to 
shoot his side back into the 
top flight. 

The former striker, who 
plundered 128 goals in 11 years 
with Manchester United, has 
wasted no time in recruiting 
proven goalscorers in his image 
to solve a firepower issue that 
cost the Bluebirds relegation 
last season. 

Javi Guerra signed a 
pre-contract agreement after 
15 goals for Valladolid and his 
new life in south Wales was 
made easier with the arrival of 
fellow Spanish-speaking 
forward Federico Macheda, 
fresh from 10 goals in 10 starts 
at Birmingham last season. 

The pair have already struck 
up a relationship, but they will 
face a battle to be Cardiff’s 
regular strike duo, especially 
from a proven goalscorer in 
Adam Le Fondre, who has 
made his name with plenty of 
Solskjaer-esque strikes. 

With a revitalised Kenwyne 
Jones and returning loanees 
Nicky Maynard and Joe Mason 
also pushing to start for the 
bookies’ favourites, 
competition will be fierce. 

The experienced Peter 
Whittingham will once again 
play a crucial part in supplying 
the wide array of forwards, and 
the long-serving midfielder is 
relishing the prospect of an 
attacking approach. “The gaffer 
has brought in boys who can 


score goals,” he said. “Where 
we were grinding out results 
before, now we have firepower. 
Kiko (Macheda), Alfie (Le 
Fondre), Javi (Guerra) and 
more. They are goalscorers. 

We have quality in our squad. 

“Other teams are going to 
want to beat Cardiff because 
we have just come down. We 
are going to be a massive scalp 
in the Championship and we 
must approach games in the 
right way.” 

While it was no surprise to 
see Steven Caulker and Fraizer 
Campbell head back to the 
Premier League this summer 
with QPR and Crystal Palace 
respectively, there certainly 
has not been an exodus this 
summer at the Cardiff City 


Stadium. With Fabio and 
Declan John expected to 
compete for the left-back 
position, long-serving Andrew 
Taylor headed to Wigan along 
with midfielder Don Cowie. 

Craig Bellamy hung up his 
boots while Kevin 
McNaughton was loaned out 
once more, meaning the bulk of 
the squad remains intact. 

So David Marshall, arguably 
one of the best goalkeepers in 
the top flight last season, is still 
on board along with the likes of 
Jordon Mutch, Ben Turner, 
Craig Noone and Mats Daehli. 

And Whittingham, who 
signed a deal this summer to 
extend his stay to the 10-year 
mark, believes the retained 
stars could make the difference. 


“We have a good core of boys 
who took Cardiff up and there 
is no doubt we have strength in 
depth,” he said. 

“That core of players who 
have done it before is 
important. They know what it 
takes. It’s going to be a grind at 
times, but we’ll deal with that.” 

With almost 30 first-team 
players currently at his 
disposal, including nine senior 
midfielders, Solskjaer’s biggest 
challenge in the opening weeks 
could well be finding his best XI. 

Solskjaer, who is yet to select 
his new skipper, will also know 
their home form has to improve 
if they are to make an 
immediate return. 

Cardiff fans expect him to 
deliver.

ROSS McCORMACK’S Lllmillion 
move from Leeds United this summer 
may have grabbed most of the 
headlines at Fulham, but sneaking into 
the club virtually unnoticed was 
Geordie centre-back Shaun Hutchinson, 
who arrived from Motherwell. 

A product of the famous Wallsend 
Boys Club in Newcastle, a club that 
has produced a plethora of stars over 
the years, including the likes of Alan 
Shearer, Peter Beardsley, Steve Bruce 
and Lee Clark, the 23-year-old will be 
getting his first taste of English 
football after six seasons north of the 
border with the Scottish Premier 
League outfit. 

Hutchinson signed a two-year deal 
with the Cottagers in June after an 


impressive spell with the Fir Park side, 
which saw him make 144 appearances, 
scoring nine goals in total. He played 
40 games last season as they clinched 
the Premiership runners-up spot 
behind Celtic. 

But he gave up the chance of 
playing in Europe with Well to move 
to Fulham, who are hoping to make 
their stay in the Championship a short 
one, following relegation last season. 

He said: “I’m absolutely delighted 
to complete my signing for Fulham 
and I’m looking forward to starting 


pre-season training under Felix 
Magath. Once I learned of Fulham’s 
interest, it was a no-brainer for me and 
I couldn’t wait to sign. 

“Obviously we all know the size of 
club that Fulham is and I couldn’t wait 
to come and have a look at it.

Stakes high for 
‘sheriff’ Cellino 


THERE’S a new sheriff in 
town, but is he the right man to 
reverse the fortunes of a club 
that has been closer to landing 
its own TV series than sealing 
a return to the promised land? 

Many of the stories that have 
come out of Leeds United in 
the last decade or so could have 
been mistaken for fiction, 
starting with Peter Ridsdale’s 
goldfish and continuing with 
the early days of eccentric 
Italian Massimo Cellino’s 
reign. 

He has labelled himself the 
club’s new sheriff and, while 
there is no doubt Leeds have 
lacked leadership in recent 
years, the jury is still out on the 
former Cagliari owner. 

This is a man who sacked 
Brian McDermott before he 
was handed the keys to Elland 
Road, was originally 
disqualified from owning the 
Championship side, laid off 
dozens of staff and appointed 
little-known David Hockaday 
as head coach. 

However, Cellino spent 
millions to keep the club afloat 
during the takeover process, 
claims it is now running 
debt-free and has pledged to 
repurchase the stadium. 

It is fair to say the fanbase is 
split when it comes to the 
58-year-old, with half willing 
to give him time and the rest 
pointing to his appointment of 
Hockaday and his failure to 
back up his early promises as a 
sign of things to come. 

The decision to sell star 
striker Ross McCormack to 
Fulham, which came despite 
Cellino saying he wouldn’t go 
to a Championship rival, was 
widely accepted thanks to the 
generous transfer fee, but 
supporters are still waiting for a 
marquee signing.

term’s record of 67 goals 
conceded. Goalkeepers Marco 
Silvestri and Stuart Taylor have 
been brought in, with Paddy 
Kenny out of favour and Jack 
Butland returning to Stoke. 

Tommaso Bianchi has 
bolstered the midfield and 
England Under-17 international 
Lewis Cook is worth keeping 
an eye on, but United are still 
crying out for width and pace, 
something that was expected of 
Jimmy Kebe and Cameron 
Stewart, only for them to be 
unmitigated disasters. 

In summary, Leeds need two 
goalscorers, given they already 
needed one before McCormack 
left, a couple of experienced 
heads at the back and quick 
wingers who will give 
opposition full-backs sleepless 
nights. 

The Whites had no obvious 
strengths under McDermott 
and, without another five or six 
more players before the end of 
the transfer window, are going 
to be easy to play against this 
season. 

Cellino spent a lot of money 
getting his hands on the club 
and has spoken of his 


determination to oversee Leeds’ 
Premier League return. 

“I didn’t buy a big club 
here,” he told the local press 
in July. 

“I bought the biggest club in 
England. You understand? This 
club has been 12 years in the 
s*** k ut j k ave t k‘ s 
do something good. I’m going 
to die but I’m going to do 
something good as well. 

“You know how many 
people have come here asking 
to buy this club in the last 40 
days? Four. Big companies. I 
told them I wouldn’t sell for 
100 billion. They said ‘for one 
billion, you will’. 

“I tried to explain to them, 
what is going to change if I sell 
for one billion? I don’t have 
time to drink a glass of water so 
if I have one billion, so what? 
One kilo of caviar, 100 kilos of 
caviar...I’11 work for my soul 
and the satisfaction of bringing 
this club back. How much is 
that worth? There’s no price.” 

It all sounds great to Leeds 
fans but they want action, well 
aware they could be in for 
another season of farcical 
off-field stories.

IT is one of the most 
unpredictable leagues in world 
football, where former Premier 
League big boys struggle to 
regain top-flight status while 
pre-season relegation favourites 
suddenly find themselves in the 
hunt for promotion.

Maxwell reached his half century 
off 45 balls and brought up his first 
hundred for Hampshire off just 75 
deliveries. 

In all, he faced 96 balls in his 
innings, hitting 22 fours and two 
sixes as Hampshire posted their 
second highest limited overs total 
in history. 

The only time they have scored 
more runs was in amassing 371 
against Glamorgan in Southampton 
in 1975 - but that total was made off 
60 overs in a Gillette Cup tie.

THE Ageas Bowl enjoyed its 
week in the sun when 
England won their first Test 
match since last year’s Ashes 
in West End. 

Despite being the first Test in England 
to start on a Sunday, an aggregate 
attendance of more than 49,000 over the 
five days saw England beat India by 266 
runs in the third match of the five-Test 
series. 

During the contest, Hampshire chair¬ 
man Rod Bransgrove visited the brand 
new media centre to discuss the biggest 
match in 14 seasons at The Ageas Bowl, 
as well as the ground’s past and exciting 
future.

Q Was this the highlight of your 
chairmanship so far? 

A: To be honest, I can’t even remem¬ 
ber the beginning of it now, but it’s the 
best I can remember. It’s the biggest 
milestone for us given where we are and 
what we aspire to. This is a massive 
milestone for us. I feel proud and 
delighted. 

Q What were the challenges of a 
Sunday start? 

A: Obviously marketing is difficult 
because it’s a different day. Traditionally 
it’s not a day that cricket starts on and 
traditionally we rely very heavily on cor¬ 
porate sales which are virtually non-exis¬ 
tent at the weekend. So we knew we 
had something of a handicap. In fair¬ 
ness, we’ve been helped by ECB. 
They’re helping financially and have 
acknowledged the difficulties of selling a 
game on Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday when even a Friday start is 
cursed by some people. 

Q Have you been reassured that low 
crowds will not harm your case for 
future matches? 

A: We have been assured that and I 
hope that will be the case. We were 
unsuccessful in the last bidding process, 
which was very disappointing. Since 
then we’ve looked very seriously at our¬ 
selves in terms of the area which appar¬ 
ently we failed on which was legacy. I 
didn’t really see that we fell short in 
terms of legacy. We’ve provided a great 
legacy here, we’ve saved a local cricket 
club and built a great new ground. But 
we’ve done a lot more now with our 
charity [Hampshire Cricket in the 
Community], setting up the learning cen¬ 
tre and the boxing club and doing every¬ 
thing we can to make an impact on the 
local communities. So I think we’re quite 
strong there. 

Q. Has it surprised you how difficult 
it is to establish Test attendance in a 
new area? 

A: I don’t think it’s the area that’s been 
the struggle here, we’ve battled against 
a difficult scheduling issue. To have 
encouraged the best part of 16,000 peo¬ 
ple here on a Sunday would have been 
a challenge for everybody, to be honest, 
on the first day of a Test match. 

Q. When you bid for a Test, you 
don’t bid for a Sunday start do you? 

A: No, we had no idea. The assump¬ 
tion is made that it will start on a 
Thursday when you bid. And then, gen¬ 
erally speaking, if there’s a change there 
may be an adjustment to the fee 
payable but I don’t really know. That’s 
not the case with this one. It is what it is. 
Someone was quoted as saying the rea¬ 
son we got it for a lower fee was 
because it was a Sunday start but that’s 
nonsense on two levels, firstly it was 
never a lower fee and the other is that 
no one knew it would be a Sunday start.

Q. When did you realise it would be 
a Sunday start? 

A: Approximately August 25, 2013. 1 
was in the Peabody Hotel in Memphis! 
We had a telephone conference and 
that’s when I was informed it was a tight 
schedule. 

Q. Did you know straight away that 
was going to be a problem? 

A: We all knew it was going to be a 
challenge, no one had started a Test 
match in this country on a Sunday. We’re 
a ground that’s up for trying new things. 


Q. You say it’s an important mile¬ 
stone for where you want to aspire to. 
What do you aspire to? 

A: It’s no secret I think this ground war¬ 
rants and deserves an Ashes Test 
match, and it’s a burden being the only 
ground in this country which has never 
been awarded an Ashes Test match. 
That’s a monkey that I want off our back 
- that’s what we’re working towards. 

Q. When does the bidding process 
start? 

A: There’s a consultation process 
going on at the moment. Hopefully we’ll 
get a good process of allocation. 

Q. There are three grounds with 
staging agreements already for 2019 
aren’t there? 


Yorkshire and Surrey are regarded as 
being separate, they have long-term 
staging agreements, so this process is 
effectively for the rest. 

Q. But three of the fives Ashes Tests 
are effectively allocated. Is that how 
you see it? 

A: Obviously Lord’s, The Oval and I 
think Leeds because at the moment 
there is not another tour. So there are 
two Ashes Tests up for grabs. It’s harsh 
but all the other new grounds have been 
granted this one way or the other. It’s the 
ultimate accreditation, it’s what we all 
look for and what we’re all pitching for. 

Q. Have you ever thought about 
marketing The Ageas Bowl as a one-

day home for England because the 
ODIs are such great events here? 

A: I just think that in principle we should 
always be staging the best competitions 
at the best facilities. You put the best 
shows at the best theatres, that’s the hier¬ 
archy of performance if you like, and 
we’re aiming to be a ground outside of 
the London grounds, which have different 
reasons for being there. And I will stress 
once again I’m a huge fan of Lord’s. I 
don’t regard them as competition. There’s 
every justification for playing three games 
out of seven in London because they’re all 
sold and do very well. Our competition is 
with the other grounds for the remaining 
eight Test matches every two years. And 
the way we want to compete for those is 
by just becoming the best. That’s what 
we have to set out as our ultimate objec¬ 


tive. To be the best ground in the country. 
We’ve been built from the ground up and 
designed to be a highly functional interna¬ 
tional cricket ground so there’s every rea¬ 
son why we should become the best one. 
That has to be our objective. 

Q. Are you satisfied the allocation 
system has been meritocratic and that 
it will be in the future? 

A: I’m very fortunate we’ve got this Test 
match and would like every opportunity to 
demonstrate what we can do. We haven’t 
been particularly fortunate or lucky in pre¬ 
vious allocations but maybe we haven’t 
demonstrated to the extent we can now 
what we can produce. I’ve got an open 
mind about it and would like to think next 
time round we’ll be well considered. If the 
words and reports that I’m receiving are 


the genuine reflection of people’s view of 
this stadium, this stage for cricket, then all 
other things being equal you’d like to think 
we should do very well. 

Q. In retrospect was it a mistake to 
have major matches here before it was 
all finished? 

A: If you put a stadium in a place where 
a stadium didn’t use to be you’re going to 
have a learning curve. We had county 
games that would attract a few thousand 
but we hadn’t actually staged a game that 
would attract, say, 10,000 people, which 
makes a massive difference to the infra¬ 
structure burden. We had a disaster dur¬ 
ing the Sri Lanka, game in the [2004] 
Champions Trophy. But we respond well 
to learning options. When we realised we 
were below par at that stage, well below 


par, we invested very heavily in a people 
movement software package, an airport 
software that tracks the movement of peo¬ 
ple - intelligent people, less intelligent peo¬ 
ple, some drunk people, disabled people - 
and tracks how you move people. And 
that’s what dictated the new road. From 
that we learnt about road closures, one¬ 
way systems and getting people in and out 
quickly. We keep monitoring that now, we 
monitor our times at the traffic lights at the 
end of Marshall Drive and the roundabout 
at Junction 7. They’re timed with the inten¬ 
tion always to be faster than last time. So 
we’re constantly trying to improve those 
performances. I don’t think it would have 
made any difference if we started the 
learning curve now because we may just 
have learnt the same things ten years later. 
It’s how you respond to the requirement 
for learning that’s important and I hope 
we’ve done that. You could argue we 
could have done that research beforehand. 
Maybe with the benefit of hindsight next 
time I build a cricket ground, I’ll do that 
work fast! I did actually have someone ask 
me to build one for him in Mumbai! I said 
‘no, you only ever build one of these in 
your lifetime!’ 

Q. What about your own future 
involvement? 

A: I’ve got a management infrastructure 
now that I can rely on. We should have the 
work finished next year. It’s become more 
than a job, it’s been an obsession for the 
last ten years and not wholly enjoyable in 
recent years. It will be nice to sit back and 
weigh up options at that time. I don’t see 
myself leaving the country straight away. 
But I don’t think I want to stay as involved 
as I’ve been. It’s been difficult and I don’t 
expect to recover the large part of the 
money [thought to be around £12m] I’ve 
put into it. One day it might be worth a lot 
for my estate, my kids might have a dream 
day in 30 years’ time, but that hasn’t been 
the motive. Despite claims elsewhere, I’ve 
never come into this with a profit motive. 
This has been everything at some stage; 
an ambition, a business, an obsession and 
sometimes it’s just been a battle of wills. 

Q. If you had known how much this 
would take out of you, would you have 
started the journey? 

A: No one can answer that. A truism of 
this way of life is that the highs are sensa¬ 
tional. Good days like this, winning tro¬ 
phies, provide an adrenaline rush that you 
can’t get in an office or an ordinary busi¬ 
ness. There’s an awful lot of what I call 
grunt work that goes into it. Generally 
speaking, if you have a day like this every 
so often it’s like a golfer having a hole-in- 
one. It tends to make it all worthwhile. 

Q. Is this equivalent to a 9-5 job for 
you? 

It’s a great deal more than that. Even if 
I’m not here I’m thinking about new pro¬ 
jects and mentally problem solving. A big 
challenge this year has been establishing 
and enhancing the Community Trust, 
Hampshire Cricket in the Community. 
That’s given me a whole new direction in a 
way. We’re looking to take 6,000 kids 
through our learning unit in the next year, 
that’s a real contribution that’s measurable. 
People that might not get that education 
elsewhere can come here. 

We’ve got a mathematics programme we 
call Mathletes to bring sport into the 
process of learning for kids who might not 
otherwise get it. 

We’re hopefully trying to enhance the 
lives of more elderly people, getting them 
to learn how to use these things [smart¬ 
phones] well and come to terms with mod¬ 
ern technologies, especially communica¬ 
tion technologies. 

Those things are becoming quite reward¬ 
ing. In fact I might find myself moving more 
towards that once this is all running well.

GO-AHEAD Ropley have bought 
a brand new set of £5,000 cov¬ 
ers - the latest enhancement of 
facilities the club hope will 
soon attract Southern Electric 
Premier League cricket to the 
village. 

Two seasons ago, when they were 
playing in County Division 3, such a 
dream was almost unimaginable, 
writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

But consecutive promotions fol¬ 
lowed by what is a turning out to be 
a quite remarkable debut season in 
the top flight of the Hampshire 
League has put the well appointed 
village club within realistic dis¬ 
tance of fulfilling that ambition. 

Ropley lie third in County 
Division 1 and strengthened their 
standing with a remarkable four- 
wicket win over Ryde, who are 
probably now out of the promotion 
frame. 

It was Ropley’s fifth win in only 
six games they have managed to 
play this season - the rest being lost 
to wet weather. 

A third promotion on the spin 
could be within their grasp if they 
defeat table topping Shrewton 
today in what promises to be a sea¬ 
son defining game at Berry Hill. 

Promotion could though depend 
on the club attaining accreditation 
from the Hampshire Cricket Board, 
whose grounds team will soon be 
paying another visit. 

It’s hard to think the HCB officials 
will find too much wrong when they 
come calling. 

Ropley boast a tastefully designed 
£350,000 pavilion and clubhouse, 
formally opened by former England 
captain David Gower in 2008 and 
built alongside a gently sloping 


playing area. Alongside are two 
permanent artificial grass practice 
nets, a net cage ready to roll on to 
the square on match days, 
sightscreens and a pretty decent 
square and outfield, some of which 
doubles up as the village soccer 
pitch. 

The £5,000 covers, part funded by 
the HCB’s Cricket in the 
Community scheme and another 
£1,000 from East Hampshire District 
Council, ironically arrived soon 
after Ropley had suffered more than 


most from the bad weather which 
devastated the start of the cricket 
season. 

The excellent facilities Ropley 
boast have triggered a genuine 
upsurge of interest in cricket in a 
village which has only 1,500 or so 
inhabitants. 

The village recreation ground 
vibrates to the thwack of bat on wil¬ 
low during the midweek evenings 
when boys and girls from age seven 
years upwards descend for games 
and coaching sessions. 


“We’ve got teams at under-7 up to 
under-17 and probably 80 or so 
junior cricketers on our books,” 
beamed chairman Chris Graham. 

“It’s a fantastic sight on junior 
cricket nights when all the mums 
and dads come along.” 

But for the time being all eyes are 
focused on today’s visit of Shrewton 
- arguably the biggest match 
Ropley have faced in years. 

If they win it, who knows what the 
future could hold for the go-ahead 
village club.

THE County Division 1 champi¬ 
onship race turned into the 
home straight today with nine 
points effectively separating 
the four clubs chasing the sil¬ 
verware.

Ropley produced arguably the 
finest run chase in their history 
when they overhauled Ryde’s tow¬ 
ering 328-8 to win by four wickets 
with two balls of an epic match to 
spare. 

The manner of Ropley’s victory 
laid down a marker for today’s 
crunch meeting with Shrewton, 
which is expected to have a major 
bearing on the outcome of the title 
race. 

Promotion outsiders Ryde found 
themselves in early trouble at 29-2, 
but left-hander Ben Wadmore (74) 
controlled the innings well. 

Cameron Mitchell blasted 96 as 
Ryde raced to 328-8. 

Ropley’s reply again started posi¬ 
tively with Nick Gerrard (59) post¬ 
ing his third successive half-centu¬ 
ry which, with sound support from 
Rob Smith (32) and Howard Biddle 
(44), saw the hosts post a good plat¬ 
form to make a charge at the target. 

Myles Greenwood (45) combined 
with Alex Stogden to put together a 
115 for the fifth wicket. 

Stogden batted beautifully and 
timed his unbeaten 93 to perfection 
as Ropley snatched a glorious victo¬ 
ry with two balls of an epic match to 
spare. Lymington, second 


overnight, saw their seven-match 
winning run ended when Ventnor 
beat them by six wickets at 
Steephill. 

The result dropped Lymington 
several places to sixth - making 
today’s visit by Gosport Borough 
critical for both sides. 

Tom Atkins (42) and Kelly (23) 
gave Lymington a steady start but, 
as Rob Snell (3-19) and spinner Dave 
Bevan (3-14) made inroads, only 
James Parker (30) made any 
impression. 

Defending a modest 173, 
Lymington made initial break¬ 
throughs but an unbroken century 


partnership between Pierre Kriel 
(61) and Ben Woodhouse (41) got 
Ventnor home. 

A glance at their remaining fix¬ 
tures suggests Ventnor are a good 
bet for one of the promotion places.

Services - only to finish on the los¬ 


ing side as Sean Figgins (63) helped 
Purbrook chase down 256 to win by 
two wickets with ten balls to spare. 

Like US, Locks Heath are in free- 
fall - their visit to Portchester being 
all done and dusted in quick time as 
Dave O’Neill (5-40) and Aussie 
Andrew Walker (4-28) ripped them 
out for 72. 

Portchester won by ten wickets to 
stay fifth.

NEW STAND WILL MAKE 
SILVERLAKE A “PROPER 
FOOTBALL GROUND” 


STEWART Donald, chair¬ 
man of Conference 
Premier new boys 
Eastleigh, believes the 
club’s new stand due for 
construction will change 
the feel of the Silverlake 
Stadium. 

The 2,300-seater stand has been 
given the thumbs up by Eastleigh 
Borough Council as phase two of 
the planning permission applica¬ 
tion has been granted, writes 
Kieran James. 

Groundwork is due to take place 
within the next few weeks and the 
stand, that will be placed at the 
motorway end of the stadium, is 
aimed to be completed by October. 

The north and east terracing was 
completed in time for last 
Saturday’s goal-packed home 
friendly against Crawley Town 
which ended in a 3-3 draw. 

It’s all part of the Spitfires’ plan to 
get the stadium up to Football 
League standard - something 
Donald believes they are close to 
achieving. 

Thanking the local authority for

their support, he said: “The council 
has helped us all the way along. 

“We were pretty confident we 
would get it (the planning permis¬ 
sion) because we work very closely 
with them. 

“The new stand will change the 


feel of the football ground. 

“The terracing has come in now 
and I think that has had a very good 
response from the fans. 

“It does feel different already, but 
to have 19 rows of seats behind the 
goal in a stand that will seat six 
times as many people as we’ve 
already got will transform the 
ground to one that feels like a prop¬ 
er football ground.” 

When asked how far the ground is 
from Football League standard, the 
Oxford-based chief executive of 
Bridle Insurance, who owns the 
majority of the club, said: “Not far. 

“I think you need to have a capac¬ 
ity of5,000 to be playing League foot¬ 
ball or the ability to get your ground 
to 5,000. 

“We are just below that now once 
the stand is completed which we 
hope to have done by 
September/October. 

“With a little bit more work down 
the main stand side, which I don’t 
think will be a massive amount, we 
will be at Football League stan¬ 
dard.” 

Donald added: “We are looking at 
the possibility of getting help from 
the Football Conference for the 
main stand. 


“But what we don’t want to do is 
slow down the process of the build 
because we only have until March 
to get the standards we need to 
make sure that we are not thrown 
out of the Conference. 

“If waiting for the grant means 
that we won’t hit that timescale 
then we will have to just get on with 
it and hope we might get some grant 
money.” 

Donald gave a huge vote of thanks 
to all the fans that have worked 
throughout the summer to help the 
club achieve the deadlines for the 
terracing to be put up. 

Supporters have toiled tirelessly 
to take down old dugouts, turn¬ 
stiles, seating at the motorway 
end... to name but a few jobs, and 
Donald acknowledged: “I am 
absolutely delighted with the fans. 

“There has been an awful lot to do 
in loads of different areas of the 
ground. 

“Without the fans I don’t think we 
would have made the deadlines we 
needed to make. 

“You cannot underestimate how 
hard some of them have worked 
and, also, it’s been very pleasing 
seeing new faces here lending a 
hand.” 


FIRST GAME FOR CITY 


DESPITE their uncertain future 
Salisbury City are due to play 
their first pre-season fixture 
today. 

Former Whites player Scott 
Bartlett is bringing a Forest 
Green Rovers XI to Salisbury for 
a friendly - the first game played 
at the Ray Mac since April. 

The Whites, who have lost a 
number of players during all 
their financial troubles, will be 
playing a team of triallists 


assembled by potential new man¬ 
ager Steve Claridge. 

Mark Winter, one of Salisbury 
City’s new consortium board of 
owners, said: “Given all the tor¬ 
rid events of the summer, many 
of us wondered if this day would 
ever happen.” 

Although the legal wrangles 


and the appeal to the FA and 
Football Conference have been 
delayed, the preparations for the 
season cannot be delayed any 
longer. 

“This Saturday’s fixture is 
vital, not just so Steve can run 
the rule over a number of play¬ 
ers, it is also vital to help the 


club raise some much needed 
income,” added Winter. 

He said the board of directors

I’ve been 
demanding a bit more and a bit more of my 
players each week and how would you feel 
if you’d done the whole pre-season and 
then someone new was brought in a week 
before the first game? 

“I’ve got lads who’ve been back for six 
weeks and worked their nuts off and com¬ 
mitted themselves to Eastleigh FC. 

“The only players out there now have 
been touted round here, there and every¬ 
where by their agents, giving them false 
hope, and now they just want the best deal 
they can.” 
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
